Pilate’s wife also sent him a message 
saying, ‘“‘Have thou nothing to do with 
that just man, for I have suffered 
many tuings this day in a dream be- 
cause of Him.”’ When Pilate learned 
that He was of Galilee, which was un- 
der Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Him 
| to Herod, hoping thus to be rid of this 
difficult and perplexing case, But as 
Jesus answered Herod nothing Herod 
with his men of wer set im at 
naught and mocked Him and arrayed 
Him in a gorgeous robe and sent Him 
again to Pilate (Luke - xxiii, 8-12). 
There was no imprisonment; there was 
not unlike some of our modern cases 
of lynching, except that it had seem- 
ingly the sanction of both chureh and 
state.
